A wonderful advance 
in 
lighting 
methods may be forecast in the an­ 
nouncement of an invention by a Pitts­ 
burg 
engineer 
and 
manufacture! 
named Ethan I. Dodds. He is reported 
to have solved the my stery of the tire- 
fly and worked out a method of mak­ 
ing big, practical fireflies of his own. 
The “lightning bug" has alway s been 
the envy of scientists because it pro­ 
duces light without heat. 
But how it 
makes the light has never been satis­ 
factorily ex plained. 
Mr. Dodds say s 
that it simply absorbs day light or sun­ 
light and lets it out at night according 
to its needs. 
He spent several hundred thousand 
dollars analy zing 
the 
fire-flv's light 
plant, isolating the particular element 
that 
catches and 
holds 
the 
light, 
combining that element with radium 
and apply ing it to his own use 
The 
final result is a glass bulb coated in­ 
side with a whitish substance, enclos­ 
ing an inner bulb, with a vacuum 
between the two, after tiie manner of 
a thermos bottle. He holds this double 
bulb in the sunlight or stn ks an in­ 
candescent lamp inside it for a few 
seconds, and then 
it 
gives 
out 
a 
steady , cold light which doesn't wholly j 
fade for several hours. 
Nov. that Mr. Dodds has his artificial 
fire-fly , he doesn't know what to do 
with if.
